WASHINGTON, July 20. —The news of the 


readme; of President Cleveland's letter 
was not long in traveling from the house 
to the senate. Mr. Wilsou had kept his 
lecret of the possession of the letter well 
'{unrded, and it proved a decided sensa- 
tiou. 


A copy was taken into the Democratic 


cloak room and read in turn by groups 
of senators of four or five, one of them 
generally reading it aloud to the others, 
and in other instances two of them look- 
ing over the shoulders and reading with 
the senator holding the copy. 


After senators became familiar with its 


contents they again (ratherrd in fjronps 
to discuss the document. So intense and 
general was the interest that for two or 
three hours very little attention was paid 
to routine proceedings on the floor of the 
senate. While no senator hesitated to 
express his views privately, the Demo- 
cratic senators were loath to submit to 
interviews for publication. 


They said that the circumstances were 


unusual, and that their action as a body 
being opposite to the position taken by 
the president, they could not give pub- 
licity to their opinion. 


During the afternoon there were sev- 


eral conferences among the Democratic 
leaders, and at first there was a disposi- 
tion to refuse further conference on tho 
tariff bill. This was advised by quite a 
number who felt very much aggrieved 
at the course taken iu the house. 


Upon 
the suggestion of a senator, 


known as conservative, it was agreed that 
a peaceful policy would be the uest. Ac- 
cordingly several well-known Democrats 
want about nnd advised moderation in 
tbe coming speeches. 
They suggested 


thnt having got thns Jar, it was now beat 
to devote every effort to secure the adop- 
tion o£ the bill and to avoid any friction. 


Waiting For Developments. 


On the house side the question as to 


whether the tariff situation had been 
siniplifl»d cr further complicated by the 
president's letter was the subject of much 
speculation after the proceedings of the 
day. Members on both sides of the cham- 
ber agreed that it would have a profound 
inpresslon on the situation, but there was 
a disposition to wait until its effects ou 
the senate had been seen before prophesy 
inpthe result. 


The letter, together with Mr. Wilson's 


speech, constituted a dedication of pol- 
iry which was very satisfactory to the 
revenue reform element in the house. I1 
was construed to mean that the house 
would never yield its principle of free 
rnw materials, and in this it had thi 
strong support and influence of the presi 
dent. 


As to the effect of the latter on the 


suifur conflict there was wide divergence 
of opinion. The Louisiana members pro- 
fe«sed to be well pleased with the presi- 
dent's letter, and said that it clearly recog- 
nized nnd approved the policy of raising 
revenue from sugar. On the other hand 
those members who have most persistently 
urged free sugar expressed apprehension 
over the letter. They R.-iid it seemed to 
make a deadlock certain. 


The Rcpnblican View. 


From the Republican standpoint the 


genera! view was expressed by Repre 
sentntlve Hopkins of Illinois, a Republi 
con member of tho ways and means com 
mittee: 


"President Cleveland's letter is withou 


precedent in the history of the country,' 
nnitl he; "tha Queen of England—even th 
Georges in their most arbitrary day- 
would not hsve dnred to express such 
views to a legislative brauch of govern 
ment. It absolutely precludes the possi 
bility of the passage of a tariff bill. Th 
senate cannot yield after inch a lette 
without humiliation aud disgrace, an 
the hon«e oinnot yield without dtsre 
(tarding the views of the president, am 
if in nnv event the house should yield to 
the senate bill, the plain meaning of the 
letter is that the president would veto the 
bill. The president has therefore made a 
tariff settlement impossible." 


Kndoraocl bj Mills. 


Senator Mills saifl: "I endorse the sen- 


timents expressed in the president's letter, 
especially what he fmys concerning lead 
and iron ores. If I had my way, all ores 
would be on the free list. If the bill can 
be defeated let, those who advance the ex- 
treme ideas expressed in the senate bill 
bear the responsibility."

done by the Boston society in this work. 
Interesting particulars were given of the 
fine marine church at Boston. 


He was followed by Rev. William M.

Kasala or Cussaln is a town of Nubia, 


in tho province of Taka, on tha river

junction of three telegraph lines. 
It has 


a trade in gum arabic, hides and ivory, 
and is peopled by Arabs. The population 
is about 5000. 


Nubia is a country of East Africa, and 


previous to its conquest, in 1S21, by Ibra- 
him Pasha, was governed by a multitude 
of independent chiefs; since then it. has 
boen under tbe dominion of Egypt. Ka- 
salftis just over the Abyssinian line and 
consequently outside of the sphere of In- 
fluence claimed by Italy when she as- 
sumed a protectorate over Abyssinia. 


As this is territory over which Egypt 


claims a sovereignty, Italy \vill have to 
settle with the khcdive, or rathrr with 
Great Britain.

Waiting For Dcrelopments. 


On the house side the question as to 


whether the tariff situation had been 
simplified or further complicated by the 
president's letter was the subject ot much 
speculation after the proceedings of tha 
day. Members on both Bides of the cham- 
ber agreed that it would have a profound 
inpresaion on the situation, but there was 
a disposition to wait until its effects on 
the senate hnd been seen before prophesy- 
inethe result 


The letter, together with Mr. Wilson's 


speech, constituted a declaration of pol- 
icy which wns very satisfuctory to the 
revenue reform element in the house. It 
was construed to mean that the house 
would never yield its print iple oC free 
raw mnteriita, and in this it had the i 
strong support aud influence of the presi- 
dent. 


As to the effect of the latter on the 


suyar conflict there was wide divergence 
of opinion. The Louisi'tna members pro- 
fessed to be well pleased with the presi- 
dent's letter, and said that it clearly recog- 
nized and approved the policy of raisiug 
revenue from sugar. Oo the other hand, 
those members who have moat persistently 
nraed Iiee suear expressed apprehension 
over the letter. They said it seemed to 
make a deadlock certain. 


The Republican View. 


- From the Republican standpoint the 
general view was expressed by Repre- 
sentative Hopkins of Illinois, a Republi- 
can member of the ways and means com- 
mitt°e: 


"President Cleveland's letter is without 


precedent in the history of the country," 
said he; "the Queen of England— even the 
Georges in their most arbitrary day- 
would not hive dared to express such 
views to a leaislative branch of govern- 
ment. It absolutely precludes the possi- 
bility of the passage of a tariff bill. The 
senate cannot yield after such a letter 
without humiliation und disgrace, and 
the house cannot yield without disre- 
garding the views of the president, and 
if in any event the house should yield to 
the senate bill, the plain meaning of the 
letter is that the president would veto the 
bill. The president has therefore njado & 
tariff settlement impossible." 


Endorsed by MUla. 


Senator Mills saidt "I endorse the sen-

Hamilton, and Appleton mills went out in 
a body on account of a reduction in wages. 
They were out for about a month, and 
shortly after the strike was begun tbe 
weavers and spinners joined tbeni in a 
general strike. 
They held meetings in 


Lyncb's ball on Market 
street almost 


every day. They bad labor agitators from 
out of town deliver speeches in which lib- 
erty, freedom, strikes, persecution, etc., 
figured very prominently.

the 


strike waiover a number of operatives had 
developed^into loafers, and) caused much 
trouble for the police.

Kasala or Cassala is a town o£ NuMa, 


in the province of Tnka, on the river 
Gash, an affluent of the Atbara, and is 
8W miles southwest oi Snakim, at the 
junction of three telegraph lines. 
It has 


a U-ade in gum arable, hides and ivory, 
nmi is peopled by Arabs. Tbe population 
is about RUOO. 


Nubia is a country of East Africa, and 


previous to its conquest, in 1821, by Ibra- 
him Pasha, was governed by a multitude 
of independent chiefs; since then it has 
been under the dominion of Egypt. Ka- 
sala is just over the Abyssinian line and 
consequently outside of the sphere of in- 
fluence claimed by Italy when sb.9 as- 
sumed a protectorate over Abyssinis. 


As this is territory over •which Egypt 


claims a sovereignty, Italy vrill have to 
settle with the khedive, or rather with 
Great Britain. To he sure this authority, 
because of the revolt of the Madhists, 
who drove the Esyotian officials out of 
the cwntry, has not been exercised to any 
great extent since the fall of Khnrtoum.
